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Council  to  meet  with 
city  development  officials

The  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council’s  Housing  and  Land 
Development  Committee 
(HLDC)  will  be  meeting  today 
with  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  to  discuss  important 
issues. 

Among  their  topics  of  discus¬ 
sion  with  BRA  Director  Steven 
Coyle  will  be  the  multi-story, 
750-car  garage  plan  proposed  by 
the  New  England  Medical 
Center,  the  proposed  boundary 
called  the  Chinatown  Interim 
Overlay  District  (IPOD),  and 
the  issue  of  desperately  needed 
housing  by  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity. 

Six  members  of  the  council’s 
development  committee  at  an  in¬ 
formal  meeting  on  February  4 
put  forth  a  plan  to  enclose  the 
area  bound  by  Essex,  Tremont, 
West,  and  Washington  Streets  in 
a  special  zone  called  the 
Chinatown  IPOD,  where  the 
community  would  have  strong 


imput  to  development  proposals 

Carol  Lee,  chairperson  of  the 
council  and  a  member  of  its 
development  committee,  said 
that  the  IPOD  is  a  term  used  by 
the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  to  identify  an  planning 
area  where  future  development 
is  carefully  controlled  by  the 
BRA. 

Such  districts  are  being  form¬ 
ed  in  the  North  End,  in  Allston 
and  Brighton,  around  the  in¬ 
tersection  of  Boylston  and  Arl¬ 
ington  Streets.  The  interim 
period  to  establish  the  zones 
lasts  two  years,  Lee  said. 

The  HLDC  will  meet  again  on 
March  7  at  the  Chinese 
Economic  Development  Coun¬ 
cil’s  Beach  Street  office  to  elect 
its  own  chairperson  and  officers. 
No  election  was  held  on 
February  24  since  no  quorum 
was  present. 

Meanwhile,  the  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Council’s  Public  and 
Community  Relations  Commit¬ 
tee  elected  Shirley  Yuen  as  its 
chairperson. 


Tufts  ‘links  up  ’  with  China 

via  satellite  for  conference

When  physicians  and  scien¬ 
tists  from  Tufts  University  and 
Beijing  Medical  University  met 
to  discuss  health  issues  on 
February  21,  their  two  panels 
were  separated  by  continents 
and  oceans. 

Yet  their  questions  and 
answers  were  exchanged  clearly 
and  smoothly  as  their  images 
and  voices  were  carried 
thousands  of  miles  in  the  first 
teleconference  held  by  satellite 
between  the  U.S.  and  China. 

The  bilingual  conference  was 
part  of  the  two-day  dedication 
ceremonies  for  the  Arthur  M. 
Sackler  Center  for  Health  Com¬ 
munications  at  Tufts  University. 
The  nine-story,  red-brick 
building  on  Harrison  Avenue 
was  recently  opened  by  Tufts  to 
serve  as  an  advanced  medical  in¬ 
formation  network  for  its  health 
sciences  school. 

The  center  is  designed  to 
ultimately  link  universities, 
hospitals  and  physicians 
regionally  and  nationally 
through  a  computerized  infor¬ 
mation  bank,  which  health  care 
personnel  may  use  for  research 
and  for  solving  complicated 
medical  problems. 

“This  is  an  occasion  for  great 
celebration,”  said  guest  speaker 
Qian  Xinzhong,  a  Chinese  Cen¬ 
tral  Advisory  Committee 
member  and  National  People’s 
Congress  deputy,  of  the  Sackler 
Center’s  opening. 

“China  has  a  great  need  for 
access  to  the  most  advanced 
scientific  information  and  the 


most  trained  medical 
personnel,”  said  Qian,  citing  the 
enormity  of  China’s  population. 
Qian  was  invited  to  Boston  by 
the  Arthur  M.  Sackler  Founda¬ 
tion,  which  granted  him  a  public 
health  service  award. 

The  two-way,  international 
teleconference  was  held  in 
Boston  before  representatives  of 
the  medical  community,  Tufts 
University  and  China  in  the 
Sackler  Center’s  DeBlois 
Auditorium,  where  the  flags  of 
the  United  States  and  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China 
flanked  two  large  viewing 
screens. 

“We  can  make  a  contribution 
to  the  exchange  of  information 
with  the  medical  community 
around  the  world,”  said  Chen 
Mingzhang,  deputy  minister  for 
China’s  public  health  depart¬ 
ment,  who  spoke  from  Beijing 
Medical  University. 

“We  need  more  exchanges 
with  our  friends  outside  China,” 
Chen  said,  adding  the 
teleconference  was  a  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  China’s  open-door 
policy. 

The  Chinese  panelists,  who 
were  seated  on  a  long  red  sofa 
and  red  lounge  chairs  behind  a 
cocktail  table  with  tea,  were  ac¬ 
companied  by  U.S.  Ambassador 
Winston  Lord. 

“Communication  is  important 
to  helping  relationships  between 
our  countries.  We  need  com¬ 
munication  because  we’re  trying 
to  understand  one  another,”  said 
Lord  in  his  brief  opening  state¬ 
ment  to  the  teleconference. 


Boston  Police  crackdown 
on  crime  in  Combat  Zone

Boston  police  began  an  exten¬ 
sive  raid  against  drugs  and 
solicitation  in  the  Combat  Zone 
the  last  weekend  of  February 
responding  to  residential  com¬ 
plaints  about  violations  of  crime 
in  their  own  backyards. 

A  special  task  force  composed 
of  different  units  within  the 
Boston  Police  will  continue  the 
crime  sweep  of  the  Zone  each 
evening  for  an  estimated  two 
weeks  ending  in  early  March. 

“We’ve  been  hearing  a  lot  of 
complaints  about  drugs  and  the 
hookers,”  said  Officer 
Theodore  C.  Lee  of  the  Police 
Neighborhood  Services  Bureau. 

“Businesses  have  been  com¬ 
plaining  about  the  Zone  and  dif¬ 
ferent  organizations  in 
Chinatown  have  contacted  the 
police  about  it,”  he  said. 

The  crackdown  is  apparently  a 
response  to  numerous  com¬ 
plaints  received  by  different 


units  the  police  force,  according 
to  Lee 

In  the  first  night  of  the 
crackdown  on  drug  and  prostitu¬ 
tion  violations  between 
February  22  to  23,  police  made 
nearly  20  arrests  and  issued  30 
moving  citations,  according  to 
Detective  John  Gillespie  of  In¬ 
formational  Services. 

The  Saturday  night  operation 
was  the  second  phase  of  a  crime 
sweep  of  the  Combat  Zone, 
which  the  police  first  carried  out 
last  year. 

The  task  force  of  more  than  20 
patrolmen  and  plainclothes 
detectives  was  organized  by 
Police  Commissioner  Francis 
M.  Roache  and  Superintendent 
and  Chief  John  Gifford,  using 
officers  from  the  Boston 
Police’s  Area  A  District  and 
detectives  from  the  Bureau  of  In¬ 
vestigative  Services’  Drug  Con¬ 
trol  Unit  and  General  Investiga¬ 
tion  Unit. 


Police  issued  nearly  30  mov¬ 
ing  violations  to  avert  late  night 
motorists  searching  for  pro¬ 
stitutes  from  tying  up  traffic 
around  the  Zone. 

“Certain  areas  are  being 
blocked  off  to  prevent  girls  from 
being  picked  up,”  said  police 
officer  Lee  .  “We’re  trying  to 
get  on  those  who  circle  around 
the  Zone  in  their  cars  and  cause 
traffic  congestion,”  he  said. 

Barricades  were  set  up  at  the 
intersections  of  Harrison 
Avenue  and  Essex  Street  and 
Harrison  Avenue  and  Beach 
Street  during  crime  sweep’s  first 
night. 

Floodlights  were  also  used  to 
brighten  dim  locations  in  the 
Zone  to  discourage  incidents  of 
crime,  Lee  said. 

During  the  same  first  night 
police  made  six  arrests  for 
larceny,  one  for  drunk  driving, 
two  for  prostitution,  three  for 
drug  possession,  one  for  drug 
paraphernalia  distribution,  and 
three  for  disorderly  conduct. 
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Michael  Wong,  left,  community  access  producer  of  the  Boston  Chinatown  Cable 
Council,  and  Hubert  Jessup,  right,  general  manager  of  the  Boston  Community 
Access  Programming  and  Foundation,  spoke  at  the  third  Chinatown  Cable  Con¬ 
ference  on  Feb.  24.  In  addition  to  hearing  about  the  history  of  the  Chinatown 
Cable  Council,  conferees  also  signed  a  petition  to  request  immediate  wiring  of 
Boston  cable  television  for  Chinatown. 


Facing  the  audience  behind  a 
long  table,  the  American  panel, 
led  by  Tufts  President  Jean 
Mayer,  largely  praised  the  for¬ 
mation  of  the  Sackler  Center  and 
asked  their  Chinese  counterparts 
questions  about  their  accessibili¬ 
ty  to  and  gathering  of  medical 
information. 

In  Beijing,  on  the  other  hand, 
panelists,  in  offical-like 
rhetoric,  set  forth  goals  for  the 
Beijing  Medical  University  and 
for  China  to  improve  health 
care,  expand  preventive 
medicine,  and  eliminate  major 
diseases  by  the  next  century. 

The  staid  questioning  from  the 
Chinese  panel  was  broken  when 
Beijing  Medical  University  Pro¬ 
fessor  Ye  Gongshao  regaled  the 
Boston  audience  by  asking  how 
sex  education  is  taught  in  the 
U.S.  Roy  Schwartz  of  the 
American  Medical  Association 
replied  that  sex  education  in  the 
U.S.  is  tenuous,  requiring 
greater  emhasis  in  schools  to 
help  prevent  sexually- 
transmitted  diseases.

SF  hopeful  Hsieh 
gets  local  support 
during  fund-raiser 

Asian  Americans  are  flexing 
their  political  muscle  with  in¬ 
creased  vigor  these  days  -  lend¬ 
ing  support  to  Asian  American 
candidates.  There  is  increased 
networking  and  financial  sup¬ 
port  given,  even  on  a 
“bicoastal”  basis. 

A  roomful  of  Boston  area  sup¬ 
porters  Monday  (March  3) 
crowed  into  Joyce  Chen’s 
restaurant  to  hear  San  Francisco 
hopeful,  Thomas  Hsieh  discuss 
his  political  objective:  a  seat  on 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors.  If  elected,  he 
would  be  the  first  elected  Asian 
American  supervisor,  a  slot 
similar  to  city  councilor  in 
Boston. 

Hsieh,  54,  is  an  architect  with 
a  long  history  of  political  in¬ 
volvement,  community  service, 
and  demonstrated  leadership  in 
taking  stands  on  local  issues  af¬ 
fecting  the  Chinese  community 
in  San  Francisco,  said  Virginia 
Lee,  one  of  the  local  supporters 
who  organized  the  event. 

Lee  noted  that  many  in  the 
Boston  area  worked  hard  to  help 
elect  S.B.  Woo  to  the  position  of 
lieutenant  governor  of  Delaware 
and  last  November,  an  overflow 
crowd  filled  a  banquet  room  to 
hear  Woo  and  to  contribute  to 
Asian  American  Unity  in 
political  action.  Lee,  joined  by 
Howard  Lee,  John  Teng,  Larry 
Ho  and  Sophia  Ho,  hope  that  the 
momentum  will  continue  so  that 
Asian  Americans  locally  will 
support  any  qualified  Asian 
Candidates  running  for  office 
across  the  country. 
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Asian  Arts  &  Culture: 
The  Year  in  Review

1985  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
most  dynamic  in  recent  years 
showcasing  major  Asian  visual 
and  performing  arts  in  Boston 
and  surrounding  areas. 

A  dominating  cultural  event  in 
Boston  was  the  China  exhibit  at 
the  Museum  of  Science,  June 
through  November.  Entitled 
China:  7000  Years  of  Discovery, 
the  exhibition  opened  with  wide 
media  coverage  and  gained 
momentum  during  its  six  months 
run. 

The  password  among  Bosto¬ 
nians  -  even  among  those  not 
normally  drawn  to  Asian 
Cultural  events  seemed  to  be, 
“have  you  been  to  the  China  Ex¬ 
hibit  yet?” 

The  exhibition  went  beyond 
the  scope  of  science  and 
technology,  delving  deeper  into 
the  cutlural  significance  of  the 
centuries  old  technological 
breakthroughs  of  China.  It 
detailed  how  these 
breakthroughs  directly  affected 
the  flowering  of  China’s  art  and 
culture  and  enabled  those  arts  to 
advance  beyond  any  other  coun¬ 
try. 

The  exhibit  provided  the  au¬ 
diences  with  an  appreciation  of 
Chinese  aesthetics  that  would  so 
heavily  influence  all  of  Asia 
and,  in  later  times,  the  West. 
Most  importantly,  the  exhibit 
demystified  some  preconcep¬ 
tions  about  China  and  created  a 
deeper  understanding  of  China’s 
cultural  ideology. 

Along  with  the  exhibition, 
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many  adjunct  programs  were 
held  at  the  Museum  and  in  the 
Boston  area,  focusing  attention 
on  the  cultural  achievements  of 
China  and  Asia. 

Many  Chinese  organizations 
and  individuals  from  the  greater 
Boston  area  were  personally  in¬ 
volved  in  the  exhibit  as 
translators,  lecturers,  and  ad¬ 
vocates  in  an  attempt  to  not  only 
inform  the  public,  but  to 
celebrate  their  own  cultural 
awareness. 

Earlier  in  the  year,  a  first  of 
its  kind  performance  was  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  Chinese  Culture  In¬ 
stitute  at  the  Massachusetts  Col¬ 
lege  of  Art.  A  Chinese  play  in 
English  entitled  “Malice  of  Em¬ 
pire”  played  to  audiences  for 
three  weeks  in  February.  Per¬ 
formers  were  non-professional 
actors  devoting  themselves  to 
the  production  wholeheartedly. 

The  historical-costume  play, 
“Malice”  was  a  landmark  in¬ 
road  in  East-West  theater  for  the 
New  England  area.  With  impor¬ 
tant  historical  and  ideological 
themes,  the  play  was  set  at  the 
turn  of  the  century  within  the 
palace  of  China’s  Qing  dynasty, 
and  focuses  on  the  conflicts  of 
foreign  oppression  and  court  in¬ 


trigue.  Although  the  play  was 
not  a  large  budgeted  production, 
the  event  was  successful  in  con¬ 
veying  important  themes  and 
problems  facing  China  today. 

In  March  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop  examined 
and  initiated  discussion  on  the 
role  of  Asian  American  artists 
with  a  forum  held  at  the 
Massachusetts  College  of  Art. 

The  forum  created  a  dialogue 
between  artists  and  the  audience 
as  to  the  nature  of  Asian 
American  art,  developing 
sharper  definitions  and  deepen¬ 
ing  understanding  and  interest  in 
this  new,  contemporary  area. 

From  April  to  June  the 
Chinese  Culture  Institute 
presented  “Essence  Beyond 
Form,”  an  art  exhibition  focus¬ 
ing  on  major  influences  and 
parallels  between  Chinese  and 
contemporary  Western  art.  The 
show  brought  together  for  the 
first  time  in  New  England  artists 
with  Eastern  aesthetic  affinities. 

1985  was  not  only  saw  the  an¬ 
nual  celebrations  of  Chinese 
New  Year  and  the  August  Moon 
Festivals,  but  highlighted  the  ex¬ 
istence  and  vitality  of  Japanese, 
Vietnamese,  Laotian,  Cambo¬ 
dian,  Indian  and  Thai  culture  in 
the  area.
